pilot balloon stations recently au- 
thorized by Congress #ith a $75,000 
appropriation for the Weather 
Bureau to facilitate traffic on the 
major air highways of the country. 

Already there are 14 such sta- 
tions in the United States, estab- 
lished to inform ariators in ad- 
vance whether they will encounter 
fair weather or foul. Arrange- 
ments for St Louis, as understood 
by W. B. Robertson of the Robert- 
son Aircraft Corporation, contract 
carrier for the St. Louis-Chicago 
branch of the transcontinental air 
mail service, will be that observa- 
tions taken from the Weather Bu- 
reau in the Railway Exchange 
building will be telephoned to the 
aviation field about 15 minutes be- 
fore each flyer is due to depart. 

Tests 20 Miles Above Earth. . 

Balloons sent up by the Weather 
Bureau have recorded atmospheric 
conditions at a height of 20 miles 
above the earth—further from the 
giobe than any man has yet 
reached. These were sounding 
balloons, which carry a wicker 
case of recording instruments. 
When the balloons burst as the at- 
mosphere grows thin the instru- 
ments attached to a parachute 
descend slowly. 

Nobody knows how high the pilot 
balloons have gone, for they are 
‘simply released, watched for a few 
miles and then abandoned to 
their fate generally. They are not 
long in passing out of sight, for 
they rise at a rate of 600 or 800 
feet a minute. - Sometimes, how - 
ever, they have been watched for 
20 miles. They are of light rub- 
ber, inflated to a diametsr of abo 
30 inches, so flimsy that they are 
literally the sport of every wind 
that blows. That is not without 
design, for “every wind ‘that 
blows” is exactly what the. #viator 
wants to know about. 

The observer trains on them an, 
instrument resembling a survcy- 
or’s transit except that the eye- 
piece is in the side—it is called + 
theodolite. Every 30 seconds he 
jots down the position of the bal- 
loon, its height and direction, BO 
that his notes will make up a 
chart of wind speed and direction 
on each air level, just as complete 
as could be made by a man aloft in 
an observation balloon.

This regime lasted until 1919, 
‘when a plebiscite confirmed the 
continued prohibition of hard 
‘liquor; and the Hmit of alcoholic 
icontent was set at 14 per cent. In 
|1921, when the new law was 
|passed, the wine monopoly also was 
established. In 1923 the limit of al- 
‘coholic content was raised to 19 
| per cent. In 1924 the government 
lof the day submitted to the Storth- 
‘ing a bill repealing the prohibition 
‘of distilled spirits, but this was re- | 
jected. 

Prescriptions and Other Dodges. 

During all these years, and in- 
deed to some extent to the present 
day, there have been loopholes in 
the Norwegian liquor laws. For 
instance, allowances were made, as 
in the United States, for the sup- 
ply of alcohol for medicinal, scien- 
tific and technical uses. Norwe- 
gian doctors being human and Nor- 
wegian technical men likewise, it 
is not strange that any number of 
persons who formerly merely re- | 
garded whjsky and schnapps as, 
beverages suddenly developed need | 
for these liquids in medicinal, sci- | 
entific and technical experiments. | 

The amount of hard stuff ob- | 
tained on prescriptions increased at 
‘such a rate that in 1924 the nit 
‘ernment decided something would | 
‘have to be done about it. The 
'“something” was the formation by | 
Norwegian medical men of a i 
untary society to check the unlim- | 
ited issuance of prescriptions. Tts | 
efficacy is shown by the fact that 
while in February, 1924, the Nor- 
wegian doctors prescribed 215,146 
liters of alcohol for their patients, 
the amount in March, 1924, after 
the new system was in vogue, was 
7060 liters. The average has risen | 
since then, but it now stands around | 
20,000 liters a month, as against | 
about 100,000 formerly. | 

Withdrawals of alcoho! for “ine | 
dustrial use” in Norway presented | 
a minor problem, however. The 
country is still predominantly ag- 
ricultural and seafaring, and the 
number of plants needing industria! 
alcohol is very small. In conse- 
quence, the police have had very 
little trouble on this score. 

The modified prohibition now 
existing here is supervised by three 
Government departments—the De- 
partments of Finance, Justice and 
Social Affaire. 

The Finance Department, in co- 
operarion with the Department of 
Justice, seeks to prevent smug-) 
gling and controis the collection of ) 
excise duties from breweries and 
those factories which produce spir- 
{ts and pure alcohol for industrial 
purposes. 

“The Department of Justice has 
control of the antismuggling and 
anti-home brewing forces and con- 
ducts all prosecutions for violation 
of the liquor laws.

Meanwhile, there are our own exiles who have to 
live in Paris because the Government wants them to 
testify in the Teapot Dome cases. H. M. Blackmer, 
former chairman of the board of the Midwest Refin- 
ing Co., and James E. O'Neil, former president of the 
Prairie Oil and Gas Co., both fled to France when 
the Government attempted to get information from 
them about the Continental Trading Co. deal. They 
are still in France, and have resisted in the French 


‘courts efforts to examine them. 


Occasionally, no doubt, things in Greece will clear 
a bit and the exiles of injustice can get back to see 
the folks. This also happens with the exiles of jus- 
tice.

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Sir: The-public’s reaction to the dry 
law, as shown by the determination of so 
many people to flout and disregard it. is 
but one of many indications which should 
lead us to believe that our experiment in 
self-government will not be of lasting dura- 
tion. Weare such pronounced individualists 
that we seem to lack the spirit of co-opera- 
tion necessary to a venture of this kind. 
We not only preach individualism, put we 
giorify ,; to such an extent that we have 
become staunch aposties of the “we want 
what we want when we want it” creed. 

Again, we have too many things to dis- 
tract our attention from political matters, 
but the future will only add others to con- 
found and confuse us. The radio, of course, 
is a wonderful thing; but it is far from 
being the last word in scientific achieve- 
ment. The coming years will bring more, 
and even greater, marvels of science to 
thrill and attract us. These, together with 
the baseball and football stadiums, the 
movies, and the increasing bitterness of the 
struggie to obtain the necessities and lux- 
uries of life, will push political affairs, 
which once occupied a foremost place in 
our life, farther and farther into the back- 
ground. 

The question is, then: Who will take 
charge when our present system collapses” 
If one cared to hazard a guess, he might 
say it will be a group of citizens occupying 
a place in the affairs of that time corres- 
ponding to that which the Committee of 
One Thousand for ‘Law Enforcement occu- 
pies today. At present, these men are 
really the power behind the scene, and 
while we more or less perfunctorily go 
through the motions of carrying on the 
Government, they are content to sit quiet- 
ly under cover, pulling the strings and mak- 
ing sure that we do nothing diametrically 
opposed to their wishes. 

It is hardly probable that they will force 
the issue, and it will be only when our lack 
of interest in political affairs, and our 
disrespect for law have become so notorious 
that we have made a mockery of the pres- 
ent system that they will think it best to 
come forward and assume charge of af- 
fairs. We then ostensibly would be under 
the rule of business managers, but it really 
would be a benevolent dictatorship. 

Just how long it may be before existing 
conditions will require so drastic a change 
is, of course, problematical. Suffice it to 
say that it will come when the time is ripe: 
when the fruits of our indifference and our 
contempt for self-government are ready for 
the harvest. It is then that our candy bal- 
lot, which was once so sweet to the taste, 
will be slipped from our yielding fingers, 
while we, for the moment completely ab- 
sorbed and fascinated with our new play- 
things, will scarcely realize, or even care, 
that we have lost something of real value.
